with it much surface water and drain-off. This surface 
water was 80 great in many cases that it caused severe 


flooding and with this flooding some water has seeped — 


into the wells of the district contaminating the water 
supply. ae | 
The notice issued by the Wainwright Board of Health 
with regard to the boiling of all drinking water is one 
that should not be taken lightly. It is estimated by the 
local doctors that with the exception of the deep wells 
in this vicinity there is not one well which is free from 
contamination. This alone should be a word of warning 
to the people of the district, 3 
It might be argued that a well is situated on high 
ground, or that a well is located in the basement and that 
no water 
if you are using water from a ordinary or shallow: 
well that water should be boiled before 
human consumption. 
In most cases it is not the amount of water that seeps 
through the top of the well that does the most damage. 


It is the water that seeps into the ground, thus into the 


water supply, which does not filter through enough earth 
‘before it reaches the water stream that is the one to be 


on the look out for. 


It is readily recognized that underlying the country 


there are net-works of water streams which are tapped 
by drilling a Hole into this water stream. Therefore it is 
reasonable to presume that if a water stream should be- 
come contaminated all the wells along that stream will 

produce water that is unfit for uss. 


Don’t take chances—typhoid is a dreaded disease. Co- 
operate with the medical authorities by boiling all water 
if the water that you are using is obtained from a shallow 

well. A shallow well is one that is bored to a common 
depth of 50 feet or less, Which most of the wells in the 
district are. PLAY SAFE—BOIL THAT WATER until

THAT DAYLIGHT SAVING. QUESTION 


There is little sense in such a topic as this one, but as 
there is to be no such thing as Daylight Saving Time in 
Alberta this year, a few comments have been heal and 
noted. It seems that with the non-adoption of the fast 
time system, the radio stations are the hardest hit. With 
such centres as New York, Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg 
and Vancouver adopting fast time, it meant that all 
radio programes originating from those centres have 
caused an upset to the local radio stations in this Prov- 
ince. From now until the early fall no one will be able to 
say just at what hour such-and-such a program will be 

heard. : . 

One might say, well what of it! Why all the fuss just 
because a few radio programes are not heard at the 
scheduled hour that we have been accustomed to! Well, 
actually there is nothing to it. But no one can deny that 
the radio has become one of our greatest pleasures and 
one of the most important medias of entertainment. 


Of course the provincial government has decreed that 
no such thing as Daylight Saving Time shall be started 
in Alberta, and has made its decision known in no.uncer- 
tain terms, providing stiff penalties for anyone, or any 
municipalities who are ambitious to start Daylight Sav- 
ing in their community. 

Whether this action was a vote catcher or not we d 
not know. It is certain that in an election year (and we 
presume that 1948 will be an election year in Alberta, 
although no announcement to this effect has come yet) 
the government has to look with favor on voters who 
might return them to office. The request for a no day- 
light saving idea came from one of the farmers’ organ 
izations for reasons effecting a goodly majority of the 
province.
